Naples, February. 11. 
IX Days ye we felt a thog of an Earth- 
‘ quake, but ic was not fo violent as to doany 
Damage. The new Galley built here and 
defign’d to be the Capitana of the Squadron 
of Sardignia, was launch’d a few Days ago. 
Our Viceroy having receiv’d Orders from the Court 
of Madrid to raife 8 new Regiments, it has been re- 
folv’d to form thofe Regiments out of the Batrallions 
of the Militia of this Kingdom (all which compofe 
36000 Men,) taking fuch only as will voluntarily 
lift chemfelves ; and to fill up their Room in thofe 
Battallions with frefh Men. The faid 8 Regiments 
will make together a Body of 3800 Men befides Of- 
ficers. Money is raifing for maintaining the Troops 
that are in this Country ; and for cloathing and arm- 
ing the new Regiments we have mention’d, fome of 
which are to be fent to Lombardy and the reft to 
Spain. We have Advice, that a French Privateer, in 
his Paffage from Leghorne to Meifina where he was 
co have taken under bis Convoy 2 French Merchant 
Ships, was atrack’d and taken after a hard Fight by 
3 Dutch :vateers. 
From tie Bruffels Gazette, dated March. 20, 

Nepies, “eb. 17. The Duke de Popoli has receiv d 
an ©. jer from the King to repair to Spain, to dif- 
charge iar Functions of Gaptain of the Company of 
Itelian Guards du Corps, which Command his Ma- 
jefty has conferr’d upon him. The Duke of Miran- 
dola is arriv’d here, and has been receiv’d with all 
Marks of Honour and Affection by the Prince of 
Cellamare, and by the Princefs of that Name his 
Mother. The 8 new Neapolitan Regiments are be- 
gun to be form’d out of the Militia of this Kingdom ; 
the Captains are to cloath the Soldiers at their own 
Expence, in Confideration of a Sum to be given them, 
and of having the Nomination of their Subaltern Of- 
ficers. The new Gally that was launch’d fome Days 
ago and defign’d to be theCapitana of theSquadron of 
Sardignia, is equipping with all Diligence, and will 
fhortly put to Sea with another Gally of that Squa- 
dron which is come hither to convoy her to Cagliari. 

From the Bruffels and Paris Gazettes, 

Rome, Feb. 24. On Sunday the 8th Inftant Mafs 
was folemnly fung, and after that the Te Deum, in 
the Church of St. Maty d’ Ara Celi, 12 Cardinals 
and a great many Prelates and other Perfons of Qua- 
lity berg prefenr ; in Performance of a Vow made 
to God for his having preferv’d this City during the 
Jaft dreadful Barthquakes. The Duke of Mirandola 
having had-a Conference with the Cardinal de Four- 
bin in :+» Honfe of Monfignor Pico his Uncle, where 
he lodgd incognito, is fet out from hence for Naples, 
to make a Vidar ro the Princefs of Cellamare bis Mo- 
ther. ‘Ye have Advice that Monfignor Cibo, Brother 
of the late Cardinal Cibo and titular Patriarch of 
Conftintinople, died verg lately, at Maffa the Place 
of his Nativity, in the 86th Year of his Age. We 
have alfo Advice that Monfignor Emo Archbithop of 
Corfou is dead likewife at his Epifcopal Seat. Two 
of Cardiaal Grimain’s Gentlemen, whofe Names are 
Argoli and Panizza, are imprifon’d for playing at 


Games forbibidden by the Pope’s Ordinances. .The 
Church of the Nuns of St. Catherine of Sienna, is 
fhut up by the Pope’s Order, and the Abbefs is {uf 
pended ab Officio, for having notwithftanding the Pro- 
hibitions iffued during the Carnaval, caus’d a kind of 
Opera to be perform’d in the Convent, and {e- 
veral Ladies to be let in to feeit. The Chevalier 
Gordon, a Scotch Roman Catholick, Brother of the 
Duke of Gordon, going from hence a few Days ago 
in Company of a Spanifh Knight to fee Bracciano 
which belongs to Prince Livio Odefcalchi, the Go- 
vernour of that Place (on what Pretence is nor pub- 
lickly known ) caus’d them to be feiz’d and con- 
fin’d to a Chamber under a Guard ; bur chey having 
found Means to fend out Letters to {ome Prelates, 
the faid Prince was by them thorughly inform’d of 
the Matter, and immediately difpatch’d Order to the 
Governour of Brancaccio to fet them at Liberty and 
make them Satisfaction for the Injury he had done 
them ; and they are return’d hither. Upon Advice of 
the King of Portugal's being dangeroufly Sick, the 
Pope celebrated Mafs Yefterday in the Chappel of 
St. Francis Xavier, and offer’d Prayers to Heaven in 
his faid Majefty’s Behalf; he likewife vilited the 
National Church of the Portuguefe call’d the Church 
of St. Anthony, on the fame Account.

Your Grace hes not ovetthrown Young unskillful 
Generals, raw and unditciplin’d Vroops bur your 
Grace has conquer’d the French and Bavarian Armies : 
Armies that were fully inftruted in al! the Arts of 
War; Selec Veteran Troops, finthr vith former 
Victorys, and commanded by Generals of great Ex- 
perience and Bravery. 

The Glorious Victorys your Grace has obtain’d at 
Schellenburg, and Hochfter, are very Great, very 
Illuftrious in themfelves ; but they are greater ftill in 
their Confequences to Her Majefty and Her Allies.
